His 
son Spiro was to follow in his footsteps but 
decided to become a lawyer instead. He 
attended Baltimore Law School, married a 
girl named Judy and became a wheel in Balti- 
more's American politics. In 1941 young 
Spiro was drafted and sent to OCS School 
at Ft. Knox, Ky. He served as a CO with the 
10th Armored Division and participated in 
four major campaigns. Upon discharge in 
1945 he resumed his law studies in Baltimore. 
In the early 50s Spiro entered politics at a 
low level and worked himself up to become 
Governor of Maryland. Then, on November 
3, 1968, he became the 39th Vice-President 
of the United States. Finally, with the advent 
of his very first major speech, he became a 
full-fledged stand-up comedian. On the fol- 
lowing pages we have assembled together 
some of Spiro T. Agnew’s funniest lines. . .
